Technologies Primer 



Development Involves 
Many Steps & Revisions

Interoperability is taken for granted in 
today's heterogeneous IT environment. But 
the ease with which you can make multiple 
vendors' products work together belies the 
truth behind the convenience. None of this 
would be possible without the development 
of technological standards — a lengthy and 
sometimes difficult process. 



What Are They? 

Standards are everywhere. From the elec- 
trical plugs you push into wall sockets to 
the languages used to produce Web sites, 
these technologies have been so widely 
used because they are the same no matter 
what manufacturer makes them. 

But agreeing on standards in technology 
is not an easy process. It can take years to 
develop a standard deemed suitable for the 
entire industry. And if there is not a con- 
certed effort to come up with a uniform 
standard, the industry must wait out a 




capitalist slugfest between manufacturers 
as the consumers decide what will become 
the standard for a particular technology. 

If buyers need the technology immediate- 
ly, they risk putting money into the losing 
technology. Sometimes the winner may not 
even be the best choice but instead is the 
one created by the company with deeper 
pockets and better marketing. 

Standards Categories 

There are two types of standards: open 
and de facto. An open standard is devel- 
oped by an autonomous organization tasked 
with coming up with standards with the 
consensus of the entire industry. Some of 
these bodies are created as a result of inter- 
national treaties among various govern- 
ments, while others are voluntary, non- 
treaty organizations. Technology developed 
with open standards includes TCP/IP and 
the wireless 802.11 formats. 

A de facto standard is what happens after 
the slugfest; it is technology the industry has 
generally agreed upon as the norm for its 
type. Some examples include Microsoft's 
Windows OS and Adobe's PostScript page 
description language. 

While de facto standards are helpful to 
prevent mass anarchy in the market, experts 
generally agree that the ideal standard is an

Three-Factor ID 



Identification Involves What You Have, 
What You Know & Who You Are

Security systems that fea- 
ture variations of the classic 
"three-factor ID" are catching 
on, thanks to inexpensive and 
reliable identity cards and card 
readers and pressure from the 
federal government's Depart- 
ment of Homeland Security. 
But vendors warn the new 
technology will fail without 
a corporate attitude change. 
That's especially true when 
confronting the greatest securi- 
ty threat of all: disgruntled em- 
ployees or even employees who 



have been dismissed but still 
have access. 

The first of the "three factors" 
is the token, an ID badge or card 
that triggers entry. To assure that 
only the person 
who is supposed 
to have it is using 
the card, the secu- 
rity system may 
also require the user to 
"know" something, typically a 
four- or six-digit key code. And

to guard against the code being 
stolen or obvious enough to 
crack, the system can also sense 
something unique about the 
cardholder — a biometric. That's 
typically a thumbprint, but it 




could also be a facial scan or 
even an iris scan. 

In theory, that leaves only 
one security loophole: two or 
more people entering on a sin- 
gle employee's card, key code, 
or biometric scan. That loop- 
hole can be closed, says Ezra 
Hedaya, president of Index 
Security, by using motion sen- 
sors at doorways, cameras, or a 
double-door system. 

More Than Meets The Eye 

There's more to security than 
technology, however, and corpo- 
rate attitudes are hard to change. 
Sidney Furst, president of Access 
Denied Systems, says, "The first 
thing is that a company has a

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I IBM Execs Skip Raises 

After announcing quarterly results that 
fell short of analysts' expectations, IBM 
CEO Sam Palmisano says the company's 
top 50 executives will not get raises until the 
company recovers. IBM blamed the earnings 
shortfall on weak economies abroad and the 
failure to close some business transactions 
before the end of the quarter. 

I Google Sees Substantial 
Growth In Q1 2005 

Google reported significant growth in 
its revenue and earnings for the first quarter 
of 2005, which it attributed to increased 
sales in online advertising. Revenue for the 
company was $1,256 billion for the quarter, 
up 93% from last year's first quarter. Net 
income grew by a whopping 477% from 
Ql 2004; Google's net income jumped 
from $0.24 per share in Ql 2004 to $1.29 
per share in Ql 2005. 

I Second Chipmaker 
Admits To Price-Fixing 

South Korean memory chipmaker Hynix 
Semiconductor plead guilty and will pay a 
$185 million fine in connection with a 
price-fixing conspiracy. IBM, Dell, and HP 
are three of the manufacturers whose cus- 
tomers were hurt by the price-fixing. In 
some instances, memory prices went up 
more than 100% on products purchased 
between April 1999 and June 2002. 
German chipmaker Infineon has already 
agreed to pay a $160 million fine related to 
the case, and Micron Technology was 
given amnesty for its help in the investiga- 
tion, which began last September. 

I Verizon Opens 911 Access 
To VoIP Carriers 

Following the lead of Qwest Commu- 
nications' announcement in late April, 
Verizon Communications announced it 



would open its 911 emergency infrastruc- 
ture to VoIP providers. The service will be 
available first in New York City sometime 
this summer, then, if successful, it will like- 
ly be deployed to other areas later this year. 
VoIP providers currently don't have access 
to the 911 networks linking the emergency 
call centers throughout the country because 
they're owned and operated by the Bell 
operating companies, including Qwest, 
Verizon, BellSouth, and SBC. 

I MCI Declares Qwest Bid Superior 

MCI, the No. 2 long-distance company in 
the United States, called the recent $9.9 bil- 
lion takeover bid by Qwest Communi- 
cations superior to its $7.8 billion merger 
agreement with Verizon Communications. 
MCI's declaration surprised many, as it had 
said that Verizon, the No. 1 U.S. telephone 
firm, has better growth opportunities and 
more financial stability than Qwest, the No. 
4 phone company in the country. Some 
reports indicate Verizon will outbid 
Qwest' s offer, but as of press time, it had 
not made any moves in that direction. 

I HP Largest PC Maker In Asia-Pacific 

According to IDC reports, HP beat out 
Lenovo to become the largest PC maker in 
the Asia-Pacific region (which includes 
China, India, Singapore, and Taiwan) in 
Ql, garnering 11.7% of the 9-million unit 
market. Lenovo, which is set to acquire 
IBM's PC division, had 11% of the market. 
Rounding out the top-five PC makers in the 
Asia-Pacific market were Dell with 8%, 
IBM with 6%, and Founder with 5%. 

I Storage Management 
Software Market Growing 

Gartner reported that storage manage- 
ment software vendors increased revenue to 
$5.6 billion in 2004, up 12.3% from 2003. 
EMC, which had revenues of $1.7 billion, 
was the No. 1 vendor; Veritas was No. 2 with 



$1 billion. Others companies in the top 10 
include IBM, Computer Associates, Syman- 
tec, NetApp, HP, Hitachi, StorageTek, and 
BMC. NetApp was the fastest-growing com- 
pany in the top 10, with a 73.5% growth in 
sales. Gartner predicts the industry will see 
improvement in convergence between data 
backup, replication, and continuous data pro- 
tection applications this year. 

I New Currency For Online Scams 

International forgers are targeting a 
new form of currency: the USPS money 
order. More than 160 people in the United 
States have been arrested under suspicion 
of either knowingly receiving or trying to 
cash fraudulent money orders since 
October 2004, and more than 3,700 coun- 
terfeit postal money orders were intercept- 
ed from October to December 2004. Postal 
money orders are regarded as difficult to 
counterfeit because of their watermarks and 
other distinguishing features. The FDIC 
issued an alert last month that notified 
banks of the counterfeiting problem. 

I SAP & Microsoft Join Forces 
For Software Development 

Software giants Microsoft and SAP are 
strengthening ties as they work together to 
create new software. The software project, 



code-named Mendocino, will bring SAP's 
business management systems in line with 
Microsoft's Office suite, so a person could 
input information into an SAP program 
through Microsoft's Outlook email or cal- 
endar or an Excel spreadsheet. SAP and 
Microsoft considered merging a year ago 
but decided against the idea because of 
transaction complexities. A merger likely 
would have raised antitrust red flags, as 
SAP dominates the market in HR and 
financial business software in large compa- 
nies and Microsoft controls the desktop 
business software market. 

I Bots Replacing Viruses 
As The Latest Threat 

McAfee reports that Trojan horses and 
botnets are becoming increasingly popular 
as mass-mailing viruses are becoming less 
common. Kaspersky Lab released similar 
findings, saying botnets stimulate develop- 
ment of other malicious programs, an 
increasing number of them financially moti- 
vated. Researchers at Kaspersky estimate 
the number of zombies at several million, 
and the number of bots increases by 50,000 
each month. McAfee's recommendations 
include using current spam filters, installing 
the latest patches, and having a multilayered 
plan to detect and prevent attacks.

To prepare for these emerging 
storage technologies, businesses 
should take some initial steps 
to gauge their existing technolo- 
gies and look at potential up- 
grade options. 

• Assess short- and long-term 
storage needs to determine 
most effective hardware and 
software routes. 

• Learn what the new technolo- 
gies do, how they do it, and why 
they do it. 

• Analyze plans for upcoming pro- 
jects to see if they could provide 
an opportunity for testing any of 
these new technologies.

• Find out how current storage 
vendors are implementing these 
new tools and whether they 
plan to offer upgrade paths for 
existing products. 



future technologies that mesh 
with your current environment, 
both technically and financially. 
In some cases, however, technolo- 
gies stand above the din, making 
it easier to see a potential path 
you might be able to follow. Here 
we'll take a look at three of those 
technologies, including SAS, 
FAIS, and SATA II, and how they 
could affect your storage plans. 

SAS 

Although it gained steam rather 
slowly last year, Serial Attached 
SCSI now appears ready to take 
SCSI into the future, with speeds 
planned to hit 12Gbps by 2010. 
SAS addresses several challenges 
inherent with parallel SCSI by 
offering increased addressabil- 
ity, smaller form factors, greater 
flexibility with configurations, 
and more choices. Both SAS and 
SATA drives can coexist within 
the same infrastructure, and SAS 
allows customers to preserve their 
SCSI software investment. 

"By investing in SAS, small 
and medium businesses have the 
opportunity to preserve existing 
SCSI middleware applications, 
scale their storage far beyond tra- 
ditional parallel SCSI, add dual 
porting for additional failover 
protection, accommodate low-cost 
SATA drives for any bulk storage 
needs, and allow their storage 
investments to be reprovisioned 
over time," says Harry Mason, 
president of the SCSI Trade 
Association and director of In- 
dustry Marketing for LSI Logic. 

As storage speed requirements 
continue to ramp upward, the 
move away from parallel is grow- 
ing continually more urgent, but 
with SAS, companies don't need 
to fret over major overhauls to 
extend their existing infrastructure. 

"SMB retains the SCSI com- 
mand set, which is the primary 
disk drive technology for the SMB 



market," explains Frank Castaldini, 
marketing manager for Seagate's 
Enterprise Storage Group. "You 
can still use the same software, 
storage management software, 



benefit from the capabilities, 
which in the past had normally 
only been available on expensive, 
large-enterprise hardware." 

According to William Chow, a 
chief software architect at Troika 
Networks and an author of the 
FAIS specification, the first fully 
functional FAIS standard isn't 
expected to be complete until next 
year, though an incomplete subset 
with minimum functionality could 
be ready by the end of this year. 

SATA II 

SATA, or Serial ATA, continues 
to make major strides as a replace- 
ment for parallel ATA, but for

FAIS 

As an emerging standard being 
developed in the INCITS T11.5 
working groups, the Fabric Appli- 
cation Interface Standard initia- 
tive seeks to create standard APIs 
for implementing storage appli- 
cations in SAN-based devices. 
With a switch that can help deliv- 
er virtualization and RAID, com- 
panies can enjoy increased ease of 
deployment and management, as 
well as the ability to use storage 
applications in a vendor-neutral 
infrastructure. 

"By placing these applications 
in the fabric, you can now run 
your snapshot or replication solu- 
tion across all of the storage in 
your enterprise — no matter if it is 
an enterprise storage array or a 
simple SATA secondary storage 
array," says Benjamin Kuo, senior 
product manager at Troika Net- 
works. "One thing we've seen 
with fabric-based applications is 
that medium-sized enterprises 



those in the enterprise space, 
SATA II is looking even more 
attractive. With SATA II products 
now shipping, companies are hop- 
ing to get onboard early with 
advantages such as 3Gbps speeds 
and NCQ, which improves data 
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handling on drives through an algo- 
rithm that selects the most efficient 
command order. Other improve- 
ments in areas such as port multi- 
plication and selection, as well as 
SATA II's compatibility with other 
technologies, make the specifica- 
tion an easy choice for companies 
looking to improve how they man- 
age and store information. 

"A number of advanced fea- 
tures position SATA as a true 
enterprise-class solution — one that 
can compete with SCSI or Fibre 
Channel in many demanding, 
high-bandwidth applications, such 
as video streaming and editing or 
storage-intensive computational 
environments, such as CAD de- 
sign and simulation," says Silicon 
Image's Sal Cobar, director of 
marketing, Storage Products. 

And according to John Joseph, 
vice president of marketing for 
EqualLogic, SATA II outperforms 
enterprise technologies using par- 
allel SCSI when it comes to signal 
integrity, particularly when deal- 
ing with cross-talk between wires. 
He explains that SATA II uses a 
single shielded wire to each disk 
drive in a point-to-point architec- 
ture, eliminating cross-talk prob- 
lems when transferring data at 
SCSI speeds to the controller. 
These features and others create a 
high-performance, reliable tech- 
nology that SMEs can implement 
without breaking the bank. 

"Businesses should be buying 
storage from suppliers that design 
and build storage with SATA and 
SAS as the baseline technology," 
Joseph says. "This technology of- 
fers new levels of functionality, 
utility, and reliability that legacy 
systems cannot deliver."

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IT Standards & Technologies Primer

open one. For an IT buyer, the problem 
with de facto standards is that a single ven- 
dor has complete control over the product. 

But the open standard can be a boon for 
manufacturers as well. Collaborating on 
research and development with other com- 
panies can free up company resources. And 
adopting uniform technology lets them 
hedge their bets in the marketplace. While 
they can't completely dominate that tech- 
nology with a monopoly, they also don't 
have to worry about being dropped in favor 
of a different de facto. 

Open Standard Development 

Typically the process to develop open 
standards is a years-long ordeal with many 
steps before ratification. Development usu- 
ally begins when a standards body is peti- 
tioned by a vendor or other party interested 
in getting a new technology or the refine- 
ment of an old technology standardized. 

From there, the organization will vote to 
accept the proposal. If accepted, the project 
is typically sent to a working group (either 
formed for this project or already existing 
and working on similar projects). 

Members from far-flung locales usually 
make up the working group. Quite often 
they are manufacturers working on R&D 
for products using the technology being 
standardized. Others in the group could 
be experts and researchers from nonprofit 
and government sectors. They bring their 
individual findings together through long- 
distance collaboration and occasional meet- 
ings. This collaboration will result in the 
writing of a working draft. As the group 
refines this working document, the group 
must come to a consensus on all matters so 
it can disseminate a more polished review 
draft for validation and wider review. 



The validation process is one of the last 
steps before publication. The draft is put out 
for public review so any interested individ- 
ual can propose refinements. Manufacturers 
can also raise objections or point out possi- 
ble problems with the new standard. The 
standards body's higher-ups review the 
comments and make changes when appro- 
priate. From there, the text is finalized and 
the draft is put in for approval by the orga- 
nization's decision-making authority. Once 
approved, the standard is finally published. 

Who's Behind The Madness? 

So who are these shadowy figures who 
decide how our new technology will look on 
the assembly line (or on the computer screen, 
in the case of software)? No, they aren't the 
Illuminati. Most standards organizations are 
made up of normal folks looking to better the 
industry, such as manufacturer representa- 
tives, researchers, and government types. 

Dozens of organizations develop, pub- 
lish, and disseminate standards for wide- 
spread adoption. Below are some of the 
most influential.

ISO. The biggest standards body in the 
world, ISO is best known as the pub- 
lisher of the well-used ISO 17799 security 



standard and its OSI Reference Model. 
Because ISO is a federation of smaller stan- 
dards organizations, it rarely develops the 
standards itself. Instead, it directs the other 
organizations and publishes the standards 
after approving their work. 

ANSI. ANSI is the American arm of 
ISO. Like ISO, ANSI itself does not create 
standards; it simply publishes information 
technology and computer standards in the 
U.S. It is also tasked with coordination and 
accreditation of those groups that really do 
develop the standards. 

ITIC. Labeled an SDO (Standards 
Developing Organization) by ANSI, ITIC 
is one of the groups that does the legwork 
in the development of IT standards. The 
group is composed of representatives from 
dozens of companies throughout the indus- 
try who are interested in collaborating for 
the greater good. 

IEEE. Primarily a professional organiza- 
tion for electrical engineers and others in 
the electronics field, the IEEE also man- 
ages a sizable standards development oper- 
ation. The group is best known for its work 
on the IEEE 802 Project, which has devel- 
oped many of the Ethernet networking 
technologies in use today. 

NIST. One of the oldest standards 
organizations in the world, NIST is a 
federal agency under the U.S. Commerce 
Department's Technology Administration. 
Founded in 1901, this nonregulatory body 
develops and promotes measurement, stan- 
dards, and technology in all industries. NIST 
provides test beds for evaluating and imple- 
menting standards. The group also spends 
time developing the most accurate measure- 
ment tools that are critical for the develop- 
ment of uniform electronics standards. 

W3C. The World Wide Web Consortium 
is an international group that commits itself 
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to the creation of Web standards and guide- 
lines. W3C was established by those who 
invented the Web in order to build consen- 
sus around Web technologies. By publishing 
open standards for Web languages and pro- 
tocols, W3C has kept the Web unified with- 
out quibbles over competing technology. 

SNIA. The Storage Networking Industry 
Association is a trade group dedicated to 
advancing the adoption of storage network- 
ing solutions. It has a myriad of technical 
groups that focus on building new storage 
technology, refining older solutions, and 
creating vendor-neutral standards that the 
industry can run with. 

IETF. Working under ISOC and its 
advisory board, the IAB, the Internet 
Engineering Task Force helps develop 
Internet and TCP/IP standards. The group 
prides itself on its openness, accepting all 
individuals interested in helping to further 
the technology that keeps us connected. Its 
membership ranks include network design- 
ers, operators, vendors, and researchers 
from around the globe. 

Stay In The Know 

Understanding the standard development 
process and who is behind it can help 
you become a better buyer. For example, if 
your business is looking into rolling out a 
major wireless project in two years, it 
would behoove you to keep track of what 
the IEEE has coming down the pike in 12 
to 18 months. It is likely that a standard rat- 
ified during that period will be adopted 
for new products by the time you are ready 
to implement.

Educating yourself in advance 
will give you better information when decid- 
ing between becoming an early adopter for a 
technological edge or sticking with older 
technology for its proven reliability.

security policy in the first place. But 
a lot of companies with fewer than a 
thousand employees do not have a 
security officer working with IT." 

Frances Zelazny, director of 
corporate communications for 
Identix, says security "is really 
about a process and how the back- 
end process is actually set up. The 
bottom line with any security sys- 
tem is the trade-off between con- 
venience, cost, and the access you 
are trying to protect." 

Zelazny notes, "Everyone treats 
security as a cost center," with no 
offsetting immediate benefit. 

The Case For Biometrics 

Corporations also may have out- 
dated notions of what is cost-effec- 
tive. The standard five years ago 
was a keypad, where a user entered 
an ID code. The pads are cheap and 
reliable. But the IT department has 
to maintain a help desk to reset the 
access code when someone forgets 
it or says the code has been com- 
promised. Likewise, a password 
system to access a terminal or a 
network is cheap to implement. But 
employees tend to use weak pass- 
words or even leave them within 
easy reach. And the IT help desk 
will spend time resetting passwords 
that users forget or compromise. 

A person's thumbprint will never 
change. But a few years ago, bio- 
metric readers were expensive and 
unreliable. "There's been a radical 
change," says Hedaya. "We started 
our business pre-9/11, and I could 
not find anything that worked. It 



took a year and a half to find the 
right technology partners." 

Hedaya notes the advantages of 
thumbprint scanners rather than 
low-resolution imaging chips, 
even though the chip-equipped 
readers are a third to half the price 
(roughly $40 compared to $100) 
for readers that guard computers. 
The Zmouse (a scanner built into 
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more than the equipment cost," 
Furst says. A thumbprint activation 
system (IBM's and HP's are built 
into some models; others use a 
USB connection) is a cheap invest- 
ment by comparison. 

Almost Science Fiction 

Companies that have special 
security needs may be surprised at 
what's available. "We have a lot of 
equipment that isn't in the catalog, 
including an ultrasonic scanner

a mouse) sells for $100 to $120. 
Door-entry thumbprint readers 
sell for about $200. The chip- 
based scanners have improved, as 
well, in part due to higher resolu- 
tion and in part to better software. 

Considering the cost of help 
desk time, the thumbprint scanner 
may save money. It is clearly 
more secure, as well. "It is easier, 
faster to log into your system 
using a thumbprint reader than to 
type a password," says Furst. 
"And the system can get you back 
to exactly where you were when 
you stepped away." 

The Computer Insurance Institute 
estimates that 1.2 million laptops 
and PDAs are lost between hotels 
and airports each year. "What is the 
real value of the computer? A lot 



that can read a fingerprint through 
latex gloves," says Furst. 

Index Security sells a USB 
flash memory stick that is thumb- 
print-protected. It does not re- 
quire any software to be installed 
on the host computer, so it can 
easily be moved from machine 
to machine, yet only the owner 
can activate it. Costs range from 
about $160 to $280 depending on 
the memory capacity. 

One of Index Security's clients 
wanted RFID cards that could be 
read at long range. RF readers 
would be embedded into the corri- 
dor walls to keep track of employ- 
ees' every move. The system was 
not implemented, he says. 

"Video software alone can cost 
you $3,000 to $4,000 depending 



on the type of tracking solutions," 
he says. "Let's say someone lifts a 
handbag. I can backtrack to see 
the handbag, circle it with a wand, 
and tell the software to show 
frames where the bag shows up 
later in the building." 

The Security Plan 

"We never sell equipment 
alone," says Furst. "There's al- 
ways software. We can sell a 
turnkey system or network secu- 
rity package." 

The most important link is the 
one between the personnel office 
and IT. "You don't need to have a 
full-time security person to admin- 
ister a biometric system within a 
corporation, but you would need 
an IT person," says Zelazny. 

Furst says, "One of the easiest 
things to keep track of is the 
departing employee. HR knows 
who leaves. They send a memo to 
IT to disable the account. Period. 
It's over. If there's no onsite IT, 
does HR have to make a phone call 
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for someone to come out and dis- 
able an account?" If such a compa- 
ny is your customer or client, do 
not take security for granted. Such 
firms may be the source of leaks 
about your proprietary processes or 
technologies or critical items such 
as customer lists. 

There's also a need to keep track 
of logons. "The Justice Depart- 
ment Web site has a section on 
cybercrimes," says Furst. "There's 
the story of a young accountant 
who got into a standalone comput- 
er at Cisco Systems and used it 
to issue $6 million in stock to 
himself. He had no right to be on 
that computer." 

"We've also been selling to 
small communities. A housing 
inspector at one noted that all of 
the blueprints and floor plans in 
town, for government as well as 
public buildings, are on one com- 
puter running AutoCAD, and nine 
times out of 10 when they walk 
in, there's no one else around or 
using the computer." 



The Experts' Advice 



Make sure the link between HR and IT is fast and foolproof so that terminat- 
ed employees lose access immediately. 

Decide how valuable an asset is before setting a budget to defend it. 

Consider hardware such as thumbprint scanners to substitute for network 
passwords as well as for physical security. 

Check on security at suppliers, professional contractors, and sometimes 
even customers. 

Investigate specific laws such as those that seek to protect credit card or 
medical data, as well as Homeland Security, and improve your security to fit. 

Don't be afraid to ask about special technology. It may exist, and your secu- 
rity consultant can usually obtain it for you.

Faster Access Through 
10 Gigabit Ethernet

Every LAN that feels the 

need for speed should get to know 
10 Gigabit Ethernet. Used to pro- 
vide high-speed access to file 
servers and applications, 10 Giga- 
bit Ethernet (10GBASE-T) falls 
under the IEEE's 802.3a standard. 
Simply put, 10 Gigabit Ethernet is 
a telecommunications technology 
that offers data speeds up to 10 
billion bits per second. 

By next year, a lOGBase-T 
standard that is in the working 
stage today should be approved, 
allowing 10 Gigabit Ethernet to 
operate over special Category 
6 cable. "As Gigabit Ethernet be- 
comes the standard interface 
of personal computers, 10GE be- 
comes a necessity for the net- 
works," says Nan Chen, president 
of the Metro Ethernet Forum. 
The MEF is the Carrier Ether- 
net Standards body to accelerate 
worldwide adoption of Carrier 
Ethernet networks and services. 

Chen says that IT personnel at 
any small to medium- sized enter- 
prise should look at 10 Gigabit 
Ethernet as an upgrade pass to 
replace Gigabit Ethernet in the cor- 
porate backbone. But be careful 
what you choose. "We'd recom- 
mend lOGBase-SR," John George, 



systems engineering manager for 
OFS, says, weighing the cost vs. 
distance trade-off. "It would be 
30% cheaper than other options." 

OFS, a Lucent spin-off owned 
by Furukawa Electric, makes fi- 
ber and is therefore equipment 



in copper, George says, "10 Gig 
will be the resting place for cop- 
per in bandwidth increases." He 
notes that standard Cat 6 will go 
30 to 50 meters while the newest 
standards require 100 meters from 
closet to desktop.

America from a variety of indus- 
try verticals and found SMEs are 
interested in 10 Gig. "We found 
widespread interest and deploy- 
ment of Ethernet services across 
these enterprises," says RHK 
Senior Analyst Brian Van Steen. 
"The scalability and flexibility 
of Ethernet is well suited to 
meeting the growing bandwidth 
demand and, given its far-reaching 
knowledge base among IT profes- 
sionals, Ethernet is seen as a sim- 
pler, more cost-effective way to 
link internal departments as well 
as connecting to external cus- 
tomers and suppliers." The lead- 
ing supplier names in the 10G 
market include Cisco, Extreme 
Networks, Force 10, Foundry Net- 
works, Nortel, and 3Com. 

Ethernet has evolved from a 
pitiful 10Mbps speed to lOGBps 



today. Experts say a 40GBps 
standard is just down the road. 
Anything that happens in Eth- 
ernet is important to SMEs as 
more than 95% of the world's 
LAN-connected personal com- 
puters use Ethernet, according 
to the TIA (Telecommunications 
Industry Association). 

Gigabit Ethernet (that's 1,000- 
Mbps) hit the market in 1997, and 
the IEEE approved 10 Gigabit 
Ethernet in 2002. Nortel's 8600 is 
one of the newest products, work- 
ing with copper and fiber Ethernet 
including 10G, ATM, and WDM. 
It was formerly part of the now- 
upgraded Passport 8000 Ethernet 
Switch Series. 

Foundry Networks' JetCore- 
based systems include advanced 
Layer 2/3 feature sets with sup- 
port for 10/100 Ethernet, Gigabit 
Ethernet, and 10 Gigabit Ethernet 
interface modules. Its Fastlron 
3208RGC has 32 ports of 100/ 
1000 auto-sensing, auto MID/ 
MDIX Gigabit Ethernet over cop- 
per interfaces; eight mini-GBIC 
slots; and one expansion slot that 
can accommodate an additional 
Gigabit Ethernet, redundant man- 
agement, or lOGbE module. 

Companies that expect to grow 
might want to look into the 
Force 10 Networks TeraScale E- 
series switches. They offer up to 
672 Gigabit Ethernet ports or 56 
of the 10 Gigabit Ethernet ports 
per chassis. 

Going To Greater Distances 

TIA notes that the cost of 10 
Gigabit Ethernet switches has 
dropped by about 85% since their 
introduction. Cost per port, aver- 
aging $55,000 in 2002, was about 
$7,500 last year and continues to 
slip. TIA says that savings is the 
result of newer modular port tech- 
nologies such as XENPAC and 
XFP, which are less expensive 
to manufacture. 

The typical desktop computer 
comes equipped with Gigabit 
Ethernet connections for the 
LAN. All that is needed is some- 
thing for the WAN. The basic 10 
Gigabit Ethernet standard will 
undergo little change, although 
vendors will release new products 
at frequent intervals. 

"The 10 Gigabit Ethernet stan- 
dard was completed in 2003 by 
IEEE 802. 3 ae Task Force," Chen 
states. TIA says that 10 Gigabit 
Ethernet will take off as last-mile 
fiber becomes available to more 
SMEs. lOGBase-T, a new draft 
standard some observers expect to 
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be approved in 2006, will allow 10 
Gigabit Ethernet to run up to 330 
feet over the new Augmented Cat 6 
cable. This will eliminate the need 
for fiber between computers — and 
will require some thought when IT 
personnel cable and deploy their 
computers. A lOGBase-SR will 
work up to 300 meters, and a 
10GBase-LX4 will support 300 
meters over multimode or single 
fiber. In addition, a lOGBase-LRM 
provides 300-meter connectivity 
over legacy fiber. 

"It is not clear what the outcome 
will be," George says. Each will 
have its niche, and all are worth 
keeping an eye on. According to 
3Com, "10 Gigabit Ethernet pre- 
sents an opportunity to scale the 
performance of network cores to 
meet the increasing demands of 
users and applications." As per- 
port prices of 10 Gigabit Ethernet 
gear come into cost/performance 
line with those for 1 Gig, look for 
wider deployment of 10 Gig 
Ethernet at SMEs. 



Action Plan 



Completed in 2002, 10 Gigabit 
Ethernet is a mature standard. If 
last-mile fiber is available at your 
office park, 10 Gigabit Ethernet is 
in your future. The only real ques- 
tion is which flavor. 

Small to medium-sized enterprises 
migrating to Gigabit Ethernet for 
personal computers will be forced 
to consider 10 Gigabit Ethernet for 
the network. The 10 Gigabit stan- 
dard is currently ready for deploy- 
ment, but enhancements to the 
standard are coming. One will be 
10 Gigabit Ethernet over Cat 6 
cable. A new draft standard, 
10GBase-T, which should be 
approved in 2006, will allow 10- 
Gigabit Ethernet to run up to 330 
feet over the new Augmented Cat 
6 cable, eliminating the need for 
fiber between computers. 

Before an SME takes action, man- 
agement should examine the 
speed/distance trade-off. Unless 
the enterprise needs lightning 
speed, 10GBase-SR is probably 
the most economical way to 
upgrade. It will work up to 300 
meters (triple 10GBase-T's dis- 
tance). 10GBase-LX4 is also wor- 
thy of consideration, as it supports 
300-meter distances over multi- 
mode or single fiber. For sites with 
legacy fiber, 10GBase-LRM also 
offers 300-meter connectivity.

New Technologies Are 
Constantly Evolving

As wireless technology gets ever more 
refined, standards evolve and shift. For 
some small to medium-sized enterprises, 
the standards du jour don't make much 
difference as long as they stick with one 
or two vendors that will update their 
systems periodically. 

But for many others that put together a 
variety of equipment from a range of ven- 
dors, knowing about standards could pre- 
vent interoperability problems down the 
line. Here are some major standards that 
have either been released recently or are 
working their way through development. 

802.11 

The 802.11 specifications being devel- 
oped by the IEEE are wireless standards 
that specify an "over the air" interface be- 
tween a base station or access point and a 
wireless client. 

The first in the family, 802.11, applies to 
wireless LANs and provides 1 or 2Mbps 
transmission in the 2.4GHz band. An 
extension to that standard, 802.11a, pro- 
vides up to 54Mbps in the 5 GHz band, fol- 
lowed by 802.11b, also called Wi-Fi, that 
provides 11Mbps transmission in the 
2.4GHz band. The most recent entry in the 
family, 802. llg, provides over 20Mbps in 
the 2.4GHz band. 



The latest candidate to push 
for standardization is 802.1 In, a 
successor to the a/g standard 
that's aimed at consumer ap- 
plications such as HDTV and 
streaming video. The standard 
has gone through some wran- 
gling among different technolo- 
gy groups, which have argued 
about what should be included 
in a unified standard. But some 
compromises in early March 
have left advocates hopeful that 
the standard will be approved in 
the summer. The upshot is that 
802.1 In looks to be the next big 
thing, but until it starts appearing 
in development projects, SMEs 
should swim in the 802. llg pool 
for a little while longer. 

WiMax/802.16 

The IEEE 802.16 standard, 
more popularly known as Wi- 
Max, is a wireless metropolitan 
area network technology that 
has a theoretical data throughput of approx- 
imately 75Mbps operating mainly at 2.4, 
3.5, and 5. 8 GHz. Still a work in progress, 
the current standard was ratified last year, 
but trials are still being conducted to deter- 
mine its effectiveness. 

WiMax's major use is in aggregating Wi- 
Fi hotspots, a boon for metropolitan areas 
that want to extend the reach of DSL and 
boost adoption of mobile broadband. For 
companies, the standard will be important

for its ability to increase ubiquitous access, 
but for right now it seems to be on a 
wait-and-see basis. Last year, research firm 
Gartner Group predicted that mobile broad- 
band would account for half of WiMax 
equipment revenue in 2009, but if deadlines 
for standardization slip, the technology 
might be much less successful than hoped. 

CAPWAP 

The CAPWAP (Control and Provisioning 
of Wireless Access Points) architecture has 
been proposed to be a successor to another 
architecture, the LWAPP (Lightweight 
Access Point Protocol). 

With CAPWAP, there's centralized intel- 
ligence in a wireless switch or gateway to 
address issues related to roaming, rogue 
detection, redundancy, and power tuning. 
The LWAPP draft, meanwhile, brings 
together discovery, control, and data 
processes into a single protocol. There's 
been some discussion about which LWAPP 
protocols can be used and which areas are 
in need of some innovation. Most likely, 
CAPWAP will end up being a protocol 
suite rather than a single protocol. 

ccx 

The CCX (Cisco Compatible Exten- 
sions) program for WLAN devices ensures 
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compatibility with Cisco infrastructure and 
third-party devices that have been given the 
stamp of approval by the company. 

First launched in 2003, CCX was un- 
veiled as a free licensing agreement to 
enable interoperability among client 
adapters and mobile devices that used 
Cisco Aironet WLAN infrastructure. 
Although Cisco noted that the program was 
available only to a select group of strategic 
silicon suppliers, most of those manu- 
facturers are large enough that together 
they compose a major portion 
of the market. They include 
Agere Systems, Atheros, Atmel, 
Intel, Intersil, Marvell, and 
Texas Instruments. 

Soon after its grand unveil- 
ing, Cisco began introducing 
new features, including IEEE 
802. IX authentication type 
PEAP and compliance with Wi- 
Fi Protected Access when using 
various IEEE authentication 
types. The company also built 
in WLAN infrastructure capa- 
bilities that improved roaming 
performance and management. 

The direct result for SMEs 
with many of the current wire- 
less standards discussions and 
technology developments is 
minimal. Most likely, battles 
being waged between CAP- 
WAP and LWAPP advocates 
won't be felt directly in the data 
center. But we may see the 
effect years down the road, 
when wireless technology is 
more streamlined and everyone is adhering 
to the same standards. 



Action Plan 



Although many of the standards debates 
and discussions don't directly affect IT 
departments' daily decisions, it is good to 
keep up with standards as they're intro- 
duced and know which ones are important 
for your business. Here are some tips for 
interoperability at your company. 

• Be consistent. If a network is 802.1 1 b, 
don't buy devices that are 802.1 1a. 
Although later standards, such as 802.1 1g, 
will work with standards such as 802.1 1 b, 
it's best to have the entire network on 

one standard. 

• Avoid mixing gear from different vendors 
unless you talk to both companies and 
confirm that they'll play well together. 

• Make sure devices are future compatible. 
For example, a device that's only 802.1 1a 
might be cheap, but it might not work well 
with network additions. 

• When buying Wi-Fi devices, look for prod- 
ucts certified by the Wi-Fi Alliance.

Security is beefing up. What 
with threats getting worse and all, 
players in the security market 
have had to cut, change, and mod- 
ify their technologies to combat 
the latest proliferators. The securi- 
ty threat paradigm seems to have 
shifted from a nuisance platform 
to an actual business expense 
caused by downtime, data destruc- 
tion, and information sabotage. It 
is no wonder that firms such as 
The Yankee Group are saying vir- 
tually all larger companies will 
outsource their security by 2010. 

Market Information 

Granting that 2004 was a bad 
year for security, in terms of mal- 
ware growing like bad bacteria, 
IDC says 2005 has a better out- 
look. For starters, the analyst firm 
expects the IT security market to 
grow by 16% in 2005. The firm 
also expects vendors to consoli- 
date fragmented product sets in an 
effort to provide more vertical- 
market type products that protect 
against multiple types of threats, 
instead of single point solutions. 

As far as the U.S. is concern- 
ed, market research firm The 
Freedonia Group is expecting the 
IT security market to reach $20 
billion by 2008. This would repre-

According to In-Stat, the integrated 
security appliance market is poised 
for explosive growth, reaching $3.3 
billion by 2009. A recent report by 
the high-tech market research firm 
found the following: 

• Spam blocking is a high priority 
in an integrated security appli- 
ance, in addition to basic 
firewall functionality. 

• Many security appliance 
vendors are partnering with 
MSSPs to offer their wares 
as an outsourced service. 

• The overall security appliance 
segment will continue to be 
dynamic and competitive, as 
more security functionality is 
likely to be embedded into 
blade servers, network equip- 
ment, and operating systems in 
the future.

sent an annual growth rate of 19% 
since 2001. The research firm says 
much of that growth will result 
from a wave of interest in integrat- 
ed IT security systems. Other 
areas driving the growth will 
include risk assessment and man- 
aged security services, encryption 
hardware, biometric access con- 
trols, content protection software, 
security management software, 
and VPN-based technologies. 

MessageLabs, a global managed 
email security provider, says the 
volume of phishing emails grew 
by a factor of more than 20 in 

2004. The company also claims 
that spam volumes increased from 
40% of email to about 70% (with 
an average of 6% carrying virus- 
es). And let us not forget the spy- 
ware venom, as the number of 
reported related problems also 
continued to rise. During February 

2005, the Anti-Phishing Working 
Group received 13,141 unique 
phishing email message reports 
(up 2% compared to January). The 
group says the number of phishing 
Web sites rose by 1.8%, compared 
to January's 2,625. 

Corporate instant messengers 
may be interested to know that IM 
viruses and worms also grew by 
271% in Ql 2005, according to 
the IMlogic Threat Center, a glob- 
al consortium providing threat 
solutions for IM applications. The 
Center noted an increase in new 
IM/P2P viruses, worms, and mali- 
cious code including SPIM/mal- 
ware. More than 50% of the re- 
ported incidents were attributed to 
enterprises utilizing popular IM 
applications such as AOL Instant

Dawes says, "A better realiza- 
tion of any changes will be seen 
around May 2005. An addition I 
would add is the increasing adop- 
tion of standards within organiza- 
tions to address risk management, 



security management, and regula- 
tory compliance." 

According to Infonetics Re- 
search, the global network security 
appliance and software market 
generated $3.7 billion in 2004 (up 
almost 30% from the year before). 
The market is also expected to 
grow to $5.5 billion by 2008. Q4 
2004 saw growth in all network 
security categories except VPN 
and firewall software. These two 
categories made up about 78% of 
the market, followed by IDS/ 
IPS at 15%, and gateway antivirus 
at 7%. The international market 
research and consulting firm is 
expecting revenue to grow 25% 
(to $1.2 billion) by Q4 2005. 
Cisco maintains its lead (since 
2002) with about 30% of the total 
network security appliances and 
software revenue for Q4 2004 
and 2004 total. Check Point and 
Juniper maintain their second and 
third place spots, respectively. 

While most would agree that 
security software reigns, the se- 
curity appliance market is healthy, 
as well. According to In-Stat, an 
advanced communications equip- 
ment research firm, the integrated 
security appliance market is set to 
explode in the next four years, 
reaching $3.3 billion by 2009. 
The real good news here relates to 
malware proliferators, as most 
security appliances today of- 
fer firewall/VPN, intrusion de- 
tection and prevention, gateway 



antivirus, antispam, and anti- 
spy ware capabilities. 

Spending Et Al 

IDC says enterprise security 
spending will grow in 2005. This 
will be true, IDC claims, even 
when budgets are frozen or cut. 
Jon Oltsik, senior analyst of infor- 
mation security with the Enterprise 
Strategy Group, says, "I see lots of 
ASICs with specific functionality 
(encryption/decryption, for exam- 
ple) getting very cheap, roughly 
in the $200 range." Oltsik also sees 
things getting cheaper, as he says 
the competition in the space is 
somewhat ferocious. 

One company merger worth 
mentioning is the Symantec and 
Veritas merger. Some analysts are 
expecting the daring merger to 
seriously shift the way enterprise 
customers look at security in- 
frastructure software. Symantec 
believes that while security man- 
agers have traditionally looked to 
pure-play security vendors, enter- 
prises are now beginning to look 
for cheaper, more manageable, and 
better-integrated products offered 
by larger players, including Cisco 
Systems, Symantec, and McAfee. 

Spending will increase, compa- 
nies will offer stronger solutions, 
market segments are expected to 
grow, and malware will get a run 
for its money. A promising out- 
look for the IT security market to 
say the least.

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Linux vs. 
Windows TCO 



rOver the past few 
years, there have been 
contradictory reports about 
the relative total cost of 
ownership of Linux vs. 
Windows. While this de- 
bate has been going on 
for some time, there has 
been a sharp increase in 
online discussions lately, 
due to a recent report 
by Yankee Group analyst 
Laura DiDio that claims 
that the TCO for Microsoft 
Windows Server 2003 is at 
least as good, if not better, 
than Linux. 

The Yankee Group also 
struck back at some of the 
criticism it has received 
from the Linux commu- 
nity, with DiDio stating, 
"There's an extremist 
fringe of Linux loonies who 
hang out on forums and are 
disrespectful and threaten- 
ing because you disagree 
with them." I'm not sure 
about calling them "loo- 
nies," but I think DiDio is 
correct that there is an ele- 
ment of the Linux commu- 
nity who can't accept any 
criticism of their beloved 
platform. You see the same 



behavior in the Mac com- 
munity — people who feel 
passionate about a technol- 
ogy are usually blind to its 
flaws. I don't have any 
issue with the conflicting 
reports on the TCO of 
Linux vs. Windows because 
they could both be right. 

One Size Doesn't Fit All 

I think the underlying 
cause of the conflicting 
TCO reports is that the 
TCO equation is different 
depending on the applica- 
tion and the organization. 
There are many different 
computing environments 
and many different IT orga- 
nizations that run them. The 
assumptions made about 
the target environment have 
a dramatic effect on the 
results of the TCO analysis. 
Let's examine the major 
components that compose 
TCO and see how they 
might vary depending on 
environment. 

Purchase Price 

You can purchase three 
different versions of Win- 
dows 2003 Server: Standard 



Edition, Enterprise Edition, 
and Web Edition. The cost 
varies from a low of $399 
for the Web Edition up to 
$3,999 for the Enterprise 
Edition. Linux is available in 
numerous distributions and 
configurations, and the cost 
varies from free all the way 
up to $2,499 for the premi- 
um edition of Red Hat Enter- 
prise Linux AS. If you are 
doing a TCO comparison, 




the purchase price could 
favor either platform, de- 
pending on which versions 
you chose to compare. 

Software Maintenance 

In addition to the pur- 
chase price, you also have 
to consider costs for soft- 
ware maintenance. Micro- 
soft is unusual in offering 
support on a pay-for-what- 
you-use basis, and in allow- 
ing software patches for 
free. Red Hat and Novell 
both require that you buy

licenses on a yearly basis 
to get access to patches 
and support. However, Mi- 
crosoft requires you to buy 
software assurance every 
two years in order to up- 
grade to new versions. De- 
pending on how frequently 
you upgrade your software, 
and which Linux distri- 
bution you are comparing 
against, Windows Server 
software maintenance could

in which case there would 
be no difference in training 
costs for either platform. At 
the end of the day, what 
really counts is what the 
expertise is on your staff, 
since that will be what 
determines your TCO. 

System Administration 

The largest expense for 
most IT groups is salaries. 
Your employees have to be

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be more or less expensive 
than Linux. 

Training Costs 

This one should be obvi- 
ous. If you have a staff full 
of Linux experts, you are 
going to have to spend a lot 
more money on training if 
you buy a Windows Server 
than if you buy a Linux 
Server. The opposite is true 
if your staff is largely com- 
posed of Windows experts. 
In my opinion good system 
administrators should be 
proficient in both platforms, 



paid regularly, and you 
can't skip issuing pay- 
checks the way you can 
defer other types of expens- 
es when necessary. This 
means that the most signifi- 
cant component of TCO is 
your system administration 
costs because this directly 
translates into salary costs. 
So whichever platform has 
the lowest system admin- 
istration cost will also 
have the lowest TCO. That 
should make it simple to 
determine which has the 
lowest TCO. 



However, as you've most 
likely guessed, it's not ex- 
actly that simple. Neither 
platform has lower system 
administration costs in all 
cases; it depends on what 
they will be used for and in 
what type of environment. 
For example, WildTangent' s 
office environment is pri- 
marily Windows-based, and 
our IT folks are Windows 
experts. We use Active 
Directory, Exchange, and 
Windows Server for our 
back-end office systems, 
and we find Windows easier 
to support for our office 
applications. However, in 
our colocation center, we 
use a mix of Windows serv- 
ers and Linux servers. Our 
Ops staff is well versed in 
both platforms, and we pre- 
fer Linux servers whenever 
the application allows it 
because they are much easi- 
er to support for a remote 
hosting application. 

Hopefully this discussion 
has given you a better 
understanding of the con- 
flicting TCO claims be- 
tween the Windows and 
Linux camps. Just remem- 
ber that if someone asks 
you which is cheaper, just 
answer, "It depends!"

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Projects: Let's Get 
Down To Basics 



Recently Info-Tech 
Research Group re- 
leased some study figures 
that caused more than a lit- 
tle discussion. In short, we 
reported from a survey of 
more than 1,400 IT man- 
agers and CIOs in midsized 
enterprises that 95% of 
IT departments are not 
delivering at least some 
projects on time or to the 
full satisfaction of business 
executives. 

The top three reasons 
cited in our survey for pro- 
jects falling short of expec- 
tations (which is not quite 
the same thing as out-and- 
out failure) were unrealistic 
time frames, lack of staff, 
and poorly defined project 
scope. Our take was that 
alignment of business and 
IT is still a long way from 
being accomplished in many 
midsized organizations. 

Accountability and clear 
communication are funda- 
mental to both strategic 
IT/business alignment and 
IT project management. 
A project plan is like 
a contract. Failure to speak 
the same language and 



unwillingness to be ac- 
countable poisons the 
contract and dooms the 
project. Unrealistic time 
frames, lack of staff, and 
scope creep are symptoms 
of this fundamental failure. 
It is rather like the folks 
who failed to competently 
design a bridge noting that 
they are all wet. 

Everybody Lies 

There was no shortage of 
comment on our release, 
both in the media and on 
techie message boards like 
Slashdot.org. One tech 
columnist suggested that 
vendors were partly to 
blame. Project estimates that 
treat vendor promises as fact 
are doomed. The "blame the 
lying vendors" line is inter- 
esting. My question is, why 
stop at vendors? 

False or unrealistic ex- 
pectations are project 
poison. The poison can 
come from any number of 
sources: a vendor who over- 
states the ability of a prod- 
uct, a manager who arbitrar- 
ily shortens a time frame to 
be more "aggressive" (as 



opposed to "logical"), an IT 
professional who agrees to a 
work on a project he does 
not believe in because "the 
boss is nuts, and the only 
way to prove it to him is to 
do it his way." 

Finding oneself in the 
candy boat to fairyland is a 
danger in any project. It is a 
greater danger with IT pro- 
jects because so much just 
isn't known at the begin- 
ning. The more you don't 
know, the greater the risk. 
The greater the risk, the 
more your estimate grows 
to accommodate risk. Like 
train tracks appearing to 
converge on the horizon, IT 
project estimation starts 
wide and narrows toward 
the completion point. 
Unfortunately, commit- 
ments and promises need to 
be made at the beginning 
when the vectors are at 
their widest. 

A Rule Book, 
Not A Game Plan 

Various methodologies 
for project management, 
estimation, requirements 
gathering, and modeling can 
all help. But these are 
essentially meaningless if 
all parties don't support 
the methodology and agree 
to be accountable to it. 
Unfortunately, even before 



tive overrides as "unaccept- 
able," then the rules are 
unacceptable and the whole 
game is unacceptable. If 
you go ahead with the game 
anyway, how can you tell if 



views diverge on individual 
projects, there is divergence 
on what project manage- 
ment itself is about. 

Senior executives can see 
project management as the 
big stick that is going to 
whip inefficient workers 
into shape. Things are not 
happening as quickly and 
efficiently as they think 
they should happen. Project 
management will help in 
rooting out that waste, thus 
increasing productivity.

Get On The Same Page 

So the C-level crowd can 
have a poor understanding 
of what is involved not 
only in IT projects but also 
in project management 
itself. They break projects 
because they won't toler- 
ate constraints and they 
don't take responsibility for 



the breakage. Wow. Now 
there's a news flash. 

But the executive suite 
shouldn't be saddled with 
all the blame, just as 
pie-in-the-sky vendors 
aren't the whole story 
either. Everybody has to 
speak a common language 
for projects (and align- 
ment) to work. 

Only 26% of IT depart- 
ments in midsized enter- 
prises have a system or 
process in place for project- 
ing and measuring ROI.

Without such 
a basic common point of 
reference as ROI, it's hard 
to imagine how IT profes- 
sionals can have meaning- 
ful planning discussion 
with executives about a 
critical project. 

It's easy to blame execu- 
tives who "just don't get it" 
for projects falling short of 
their expectations. How can 
one meet expectations 
which are arbitrarily estab- 
lished? On the other hand, it 
takes two to tango. A lot of 
IT departments in midsized 
enterprises appear uninter- 
ested in learning to dance.

The roles that sec- 
ondary market deal- 
ers, maintenance, and leas- 
ing companies play in the 
secondary market very 
often are 100% in line with 
the goals of the IT manager. 
Take for example Sun 
Microsystems' new policy 
on its OS, Solaris. 

At the end of last year, 
Sun quietly announced a 
new policy related to Solar- 
is. Prior to that announce- 
ment, Sun provided a copy 
of Solaris with each new 
system purchased from Sun, 
but when that system was 
sold, the new end user had 
to purchase the right to use 
Solaris all over again. In 
some cases the cost for the 
right to use the OS was 
more expensive than the 
actual cost of the Sun hard- 
ware on the secondary 
market. 

Like many manufactur- 
ers, Sun felt that by making 
it very expensive to buy a 
used Sun system, an end 
user would be driven to buy 
a new system from Sun. 
Driven they were, but not to 
buy a new Sun box. All the 
policy did was drive the 
customers away. 



Take for example an end 
user who might have pur- 
chased a VI 280 system for 
around $50,000. A right-to- 
use fee for Solaris for that 
box was priced at $35,000. 
If that user wanted to sell 
his Sun box two days after 
he purchased it, the actual 
value would be $35,000, 
which is his cost for the sys- 
tem less the $15,000 the 
new end user would have to 
pay for the OS. 

That kind of practice does 
not build customer loyalty. 
Secondary market dealers 
understood the impact this 
practice had on the value of 
their end users' IT installa- 
tions. Leasing companies 
complained that this policy

Revolution B egin 



First Intel Dual-Core Processors 
Delivered Ahead Of Schedule

In April, Intel Delivered its first 
dual-core desktop-based platform: the 
top-of-the-line Intel Pentium Extreme 
Edition 840 and the 955X Express 
chipset. At about the same time, AMD 
released its dual-core Opterons. 

Dual-core processors are just what 
they sound like: two or more indepen- 
dent, full-execution CPU cores within 
a single physical processor. Although 
the memory controller and bus are 
shared, there are two independent 
pipelines with two sets of instructions 
being carried out simultaneously and 
two caches to keep more of the neces- 
sary processing data on the processor 
for faster access. 

Combined with the Intel 955X 
Express Chipset, the Pentium EE 840 
supports Intel's Hyper-Threading 
technology, which allows each of the 
two processor cores to function as two 
logical processors. With two actual 
and two logical processors, four soft- 
ware threads can be processed in par- 
allel. Each logical processor has its 
own architecture state with its own set 
of general-purpose registers and con- 
trol registers to provide increased sys- 
tem responsiveness in multitasking 
environments and to provide head- 
room for the next generation of multi- 
threaded applications. 

Evaluating Dual-Core Benefits 

So how can dual-core processing 
help in the day-to-day operations of 
your data center? Intel's new dual-core 
processors will certainly offer immedi- 
ate performance benefits for specialized 
users. The dual-core architecture allows 
users to multitask more effectively than 
ever before and run the most demand- 
ing desktop appli-cations while main- 
taining system responsiveness. IT 
departments can deploy desktop back- 
ground services that make their envi- 
ronments more secure, efficient, and 




Business users who open multiple apps 
at once and regularly perform several 
simultaneous operations will benefit from the 
dual-core Pentium EE 840, especially when 
the tasks are computationally demanding. 

manageable, while minimizing the 
impact on end-user productivity. 

But evaluating these benefits for 
decision-making purposes is not 
always straightforward. To begin 
with, dual-core processors will not be 
twice as fast as a single-core proces- 
sor, nor will it be as fast as a system 
with two separate processors. Perfor- 
mance numbers will fall in between, 
depending largely on the software 
application. Also dual-core perfor- 
mance cannot be measured adequately 



by the traditional standards of clock 
speed and cache size. In fact, the 
dual-core clock speeds will probably 
be lower than those of the fastest 
Pentium 4 chips available. However, 
two slower cores can do more work 
than a single faster core and can 
reduce heat production compared to 
an equivalent single-core device, 
resulting in a quieter and more re- 
liable machine. On the other hand, 
dual-core systems may not perform as 
well as their single-core counter- 
parts when processing single-thread 
applications that use only one of 
the two cores. Keep in mind that 
most software applications are still 
single-threaded. 

The enterprise world (servers and 
workstations) will benefit first 
from dual-core and multithreading 



fastest single-core chips may outper- 
form their dual-core counterparts. 

Time To Transition? 

Sooner or later, your business will 
be operating in a multithreaded, multi- 
processor world. Industry analysts 
agree that the Pentium D and the 
Pentium Extreme Edition 840 dual- 
core processors, with their corre- 
sponding 945 and 955X chipsets, rep- 
resent Intel's next strategic platform. 
Businesses must eventually move to 
the new platform if they want to 
implement the advanced technologies 
embodied there. But when should you 
transition? 

If you see a productivity increase 
based on dual-core processing and the 
increase promises a meaningful busi- 
ness benefit, you may want to move 
quickly. In this situation, Intel recom- 
mends considering early deployment 
of selected dual-core or multicore sys- 
tems. Full-scale deployment would

technology. Many applications in 
this area, including most enterprise- 
level server applications from Oracle 
and SAP, are already multithreaded. 
Note that some vendors, notably 
Oracle and Microsoft, will require 
one license for each core on the 
processor. In some cases this results 
in a significant price boost. 

In the desktop world, the only busi- 
ness area that sees immediate benefit 
is content creation, including image 
encoding and processing, automation, 
simulation, and publishing applica- 
tions. In this area, multithreaded pro- 
grams such as Adobe Photoshop are 
much faster on a dual-core system 
than on its single-core counterpart. 
The bigger the processing job, the 
greater the jump in performance. 

But once again, most desktop busi- 
ness applications are not written to 
use multithreading because the 
design of spreadsheet, word process- 
ing, and other productivity software 
has not been impacted by available 
processing power. And if the soft- 
ware cannot "see" the second proces- 
sor, it cannot benefit from it. Indeed, 
in single-threaded applications, the 



follow, beginning in Ql 2006. For 
most businesses, however, there is no 
rush. By this time next year, the new 
platform will be widely available and 
significantly enhanced. Why not wait 
and check prices against processing 
power then? The introduction of dual- 
or multiprocessing is a major transi- 
tion that will require careful planning 
and management. 

The Competition Heats Up 

On the enterprise side, AMD has 
released its dual-core 64-bit Opteron 
processor. Intel will introduce a dual- 
core version of its Itanium server chip 
later this year and is expected to intro- 
duce dual-core Xeon processors in 
2006. For desktops, AMD plans to 
release a dual-core 64-bit Athlon in 
June. Both AMD and Intel are expect- 
ed to add dual-core technology to their 
mobile chip lines by next year. The 
range of clock speeds and the cache 
sizes in the competing product lines 
are generally comparable. Note that 
some AMD processors are being 
shipped for use in existing mother- 
boards, occupying the same socket as 
their single-core predecessors.

Multipurpose Devices Help Manage 
Messaging Security

One of the ways to fight spam and at the 
same time provide other email-related ser- 
vices is via the use of gateways. Email gate- 
ways (or appliances) are special- 
ized hardware devices that filter 
out unwanted email traffic at 
your network's perimeter — be- 
fore it enters your email server. 

The newest appliances are 
evolving beyond mere spam fil- 
ters and provide other services, 
such as virus filtering, virus out- 
break protection, and policy 
enforcement. In this roundup, 
we take a look at a few of these 
devices, including CipherTrust's 
IronMail and IronPort. 



annoyance and a productivity destroyer; 
at worst, spam can cause serious damage 
to your IT infrastructure, resulting in wast- 
ed time and money. Both the IronPort 
and CipherTrust devices combat spam by 




CipherTrust's IronMail appliance combines four important email functions into 
a single device: antispam, antivirus, secure proxy for Web email access, and 
encryption of email traffic via mail-VPN, S/MIME, and PGP. 



Clash Of The Iron Gateways 

Two of the best-known email appliances 
are CipherTrust's IronMail and IronPort' s 
IronPort. Let' s take a look at the protection 
these devices are able to provide from two 
of the biggest threats to your network: 
viruses and spam. 

Stopping spam in its tracks. Spam is 
today's most visible threat to your email 
traffic and network. At best, spam is an 



filtering unwanted content before it reaches 
your email server. 

IronPort' s C-Series email appliances (the 
CIO, C30 and C60) all use a version of 
Symantec's Brightmail 6.0 antispam tech- 
nology ported for IronPort' s AsyncOS 
operating system. 

The Brightmail Logistics and Operations 
Center collects possible spam messages and 



analyzes those to develop rules that are 
then transmitted to Brightmail users, 
including IronPort C-Series appliances. 
According to IronPort' s literature, the 
Brightmail system generates over 30,000 
rules per day. 

CipherTrust's IronMail appliance uses its 
ESP (Enterprise Spam Profiler) technology 
to detect possible spam traffic. ESP works by 
combining the outputs from nine 
spam detection technologies and 
using the results to generate 
an overall score that predicts 
the magnitude of a message's 
"spaminess." Like IronPort' s 
device, CipherTrust also uses a 
dedicated team (the CipherTrust 
FirstAct research team) to pro- 
vide IronMail users with up-to- 
date information on developing 
spam threats and the rules neces- 
sary to counteract them. 
The IronPort appliance al- 

lows administrators to dispose 

of detected spam messages in a 
variety of ways. Users can quarantine a 
message, mark its subject header, send the 
message to a folder in a user's inbox, 
delete the message, or bounce the message 
back to the sender. Also, the C-Series 
appliances use information on spam threats 
as part of their Mail Flow Monitor and 
Mail Flow Central email traffic monitoring 
and reporting capabilities. 
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On the other hand, IronMail uses what it 
calls a User Quarantine feature to enable 
users to manage their own email traffic. 
Users receive a list of quarantined messages 
sent to them; this list is reviewed by individ- 
ual users, who can then release any legiti- 
mate messages mistakenly flagged as spam. 
According to CipherTrust, this reduces the 
burden on IT administrators who would oth- 
erwise have to determine how to ultimately 
dispose of questionable email traffic. 

Ironclad antivirus protection. Antivirus 
protection is absolutely necessary to protect 
your network; both of these appliances inte- 
grate engines from well-known antivirus 
software companies in their devices. 



A Growing Market 



According to a 2004 Yankee Group report, 
the total product revenue for application gate- 
ways is expected to grow from $660 million in 
2003 to $2 billion in 2009. 



IronMail integrates antivirus engines 
from Sophos and McAfee, while IronPort' s 
C-Series email appliances use the Sophos 
antivirus engine. 

Both devices give administrators multi- 
ple options for dealing with virus payloads 
that cannot be disinfected; for example, 
CipherTrust's IronMail allows administra- 
tors to remove a virus payload and forward 
the original message, rename the file exten- 
sion, and quarantine or simply delete the 
entire message. 

IronPort' s antivirus engine can detect 
polymorphic viruses and virus payloads 
hiding in multilayer attachments, password 
protected files, and malformed messages. 
The device also provides administrators 
with multiple options for dealing with 
infected messages that can't be cleaned.

Social Computing 
Spawns Social Software 



Harvest Employees' 
Collective Skills & Knowledge 



by Julie Sartain 

In a nutshell, social software is 
any program that initiates, sup- 
ports, or advances the act of social 
computing. Social software is 
designed to simplify group inter- 
action and to respond to the com- 
plex behavior of groups. 

Bernardo Huberman, a re- 
searcher at HP, has taken the con- 
cept of social computing to the 
next level. He and his team at 
HP's Systems Research Center 
are developing social software 
programs and algorithms to 
"understand and harvest the col- 
lective knowledge of people," 
says Huberman. "Our system dis- 
covers user preferences by min- 
ing user email and favorites 
[favorite Web sites]. It studies 
browsing patterns and email To, 
From, and Subject fields to get 
profiles of people without active 
participation." 

Huberman contends that a lot 
can be learned when you consider 
who people email and the Web 
sites they frequent. For example, 
an employee who occasionally 
visits sites that sell cameras prob- 
ably has an amateur interest in 



photography; however, an em- 
ployee who also visits sites that 
sell lenses, filters, photo paper, 
and photo chemicals is likely a 
professional or, at the very least, 
more than just a hobbyist. 

The To and From fields in 
email correspondences can also 
reveal a lot about employees. 
An individual who frequently 
communicates with an employee 
at Symantec either has a lot of 
viruses on his computer or a 
friend at this company (who 
could be useful in the future if 
an unknown virus attacks the 
company's network). 

Untapped Resources 
Already On Board 

All companies have untapped 
resources right under their own 
roofs, people with hidden skills 
and talents that are not necessarily 
revealed on a job application or 
resume. In the past, corporations 
have resorted to employee sur- 
veys and questionnaires to discov- 
er this pool of hidden talent, but 
that isn't always the best method. 
"The problem with this method 
of collecting data is current accu- 
racy," says Huberman. "People 



change, and their skills and inter- 
ests change. Therefore, soliciting 
data would have to become a 
weekly task. Also, you can't force 
people to disclose personal infor- 
mation." 

Huberman 's team has automat- 
ed the entire process so that 
important information is continu- 
ally scanned and added to a data- 
base for instant access. This 
"enterprise knowledge navigator" 
will eventually allow organiza- 
tions to harvest all the knowledge 
in their employees' heads. This 
process could potentially save 



companies a lot of money. For 
example, instead of hiring a pro- 
fessional photographer to take 
pictures of a company's products, 
the employee mentioned above 
who is more than a hobbyist pho- 
tographer probably has the skills 
to do it, which can save the com- 
pany money. 

HP has applied for patents on 
all its social software algorithms, 
which may result in a series of 
custom and/or retail social soft- 
ware programs. It could also turn 
into another service that HP pro- 
vides to its customers. 



Social Software Defined 



The term "social software" and its counterpart "social computing" have as 
many definitions as the opinions of those using it. Christopher Allen, author 
of the Life With Alacrity blog, defines it as "software that supports group inter- 
action." Allen credits the actual term, however, to Eric Drexler, founder of the 
Foresight Institute and best known for coining the term nanotechnology. 

Drexler first used the term in his article "Hypertext Publishing and the 
Evolution of Knowledge." Drexler said then, "I used the term 'social software' 
because I am concerned with communication and collaboration on all scales, 
including the whole of society. Thus, I see media at the scale of the World 
Wide Web as forms of social software." 

Clay Shirky, Internet technologies consultant and adjunct professor in NYU's 
graduate Interactive Telecommunications program, then later popularized 
the term after his Social Software Summit in November 2002. Shirky defines 
it as, "software that supports group interaction" and "political science in exe- 
cutable form."

Beyond the use of established 
antivirus definitions for protection 
from known viruses, IronMail's 
appliance also defends against the 
threat from unknown viruses by 
looking for patterns in messages 
that indicate a possible virus 
threat. IronMail uses its Content 
Filtering and Anomaly Detection 
Engines (also used to filter spam) 
to look for suspicious patterns 
in messages. 

IronPort's device takes a slight- 
ly different approach to new virus detection by 
relying on data collected via its SenderBase 
email traffic monitoring network, which moni- 
tors email data from more than 50,000 con- 
tributing organizations and develops rules used 
to automatically assess possible threats. 

IronPort's Virus Outbreak Filters use this 
information to study inbound and outbound 
email traffic and generate a virus score that 
measures the magnitude of a virus threat. If a 
possible threat is detected, messages are quar- 
antined until antivirus engine definitions are 
available for removing the virus payload. 

Other Features 

An interesting feature of IronPort's C- 
Series appliance is the device's AsyncOS 
operating system. According to IronPort, this 
Unix variant specifically written for email 
relaying tasks enables the support for 10,000 
simultaneous connections. This number of 
connections, IronPort claims, is far more than 
other appliances using run-of-the-mill Unix 
OSes can maintain.

Servers Get Serious 



HP CTO Considers The Future 
Of Enterprise Network Servers 



by Stephen J. Bigelow 

Servers form the backbone of corpo- 
rate IT networks, storing data, running 
applications, and managing much of the 
network's security. However, the days of 
static IT infrastructures are waning as com- 
panies of all sizes seek to cut costs while 
still improving network performance. 

Lin Nease, CTO at HP, says that agility 
and flexibility are emerging as key IT assets. 
"Companies increasingly require an agile IT 
infrastructure that is designed to grow, adapt, 
and change with their business. Customers 
are demanding IT vendors simplify their 
entire IT environment, standardize for greater 
efficiency and flexibility, embrace hetero- 
geneity, increase operational efficiency by 
helping eliminate 'islands' in the data center, 
make it possible to improve resource use by 
virtualizing IT assets and automating IT 
processes, and reduce risk." It's a tall order 
for even the most capable server hardware, 
but Nease says that those changes — and 
many more — are on the horizon. 

A Solid Foundation 

Tomorrow's network server will depend 
on a solid foundation of technologies avail- 
able today. The following three critical 
technologies that have evolved over the last 
several years will be absolutely essential 
for continued server development: 64-bit 
processors, open-source software solutions, 
and automation tools (such as 
virtualization and manage- 
ment software). 64-bit pro- 
cessing allows servers to 
tackle increasingly complex 
processing tasks that are far 
more data and memory inten- 
sive than were possible with 32-bit process- 
ing platforms. Simultaneously, open-source 
software offers OS and applications flexi- 
bility across a range of processing tasks and 
workloads. The rise of powerful automa- 
tion tools can simplify IT management 
while improving utilization and efficiency. 
"Combined, these capabilities have allowed 
enterprise IT to consolidate many of their 
application silos and offer infrastructure 
more as a 'service.'" 

Nease notes that today's small to midsized 
enterprise can leverage excellent perfor- 
mance from surprisingly powerful midrange 
server products, although the exact defini- 
tion of "midrange" can vary depending on 
the task being performed. "A midrange 
SMB MS SQL platform might have four 
CPUs, four to six I/O slots, and 24GB-plus 
of memory. This system would offer full- 
speed connectivity with multiple GB Ether- 
net LANs, and would typically provide 
redundancy in major components for high 
availability and inclusion in clusters. From a 
management perspective, this type of system 
would typically offer a lights-out service 
processor and software for provisioning and 
managing common applications. It is also 
expected to have partitioning capabilities so 
that it has built-in flexibility to perform a 
range of functions for maximum ROI." 
HP delivers this type of capability in its 
ProLiant (DL580 and DL585) and Integrity 
(rx2620 and rx4640) servers. 

Significant Gains Await 

In spite of the impressive capabilities 
offered by today's network servers, network 
planners and administrators should watch for

continued improvements in performance, 
automation, and packaging over the next few 
years. In terms of processing, Nease says to 
expect "significant gains in raw performance, 
price/performance, and performance density 
delivered through 64-bit industry-standard 
processor (namely, x86 and Itanium) with 
dual-core and multicore capabilities and 
improved power management." Continued 
developments in performance, coupled with 
future virtualization technologies, will sup- 
port additional flexibility, allowing more 
servers to handle a broader array of tasks. 
"Partitioning technologies will become more 
standardized, particularly with regards to the 
way virtual machines will be managed by 
higher-level tools," notes Nease. 

Automation is another area where Nease 
sees room for vast improvement. "Tech- 
nologies will also emerge that significantly 
lower the cost of management of systems 
by automating common tasks." Automation 
is a key area for HP, and management 
products such as Systems Insight Manager 
are evolving to span operating environ- 
ments and allow for significant improve- 
ments in data center efficiencies. 

Beyond performance and automation 
issues, physical server packaging is another 
area of continued improvement. Nease sees 
modular packaging as the order of the day. 
"Servers will be increasingly packaged in 
more modular forms, such as blades. This is 
based on the observation that users seldom, if 
ever, deploy a single server for 
important functions. Many 
environments are best suited 
to a scale-out infrastructure. 
Blades will allow highly avail- 
able clusters or combinations 
of systems, along with network 
switches, storage appliances, and service 
management hardware to be packed in 
simple, optimized chassis or enclosure. 
The blade design means that the cost of 
redundancy, system management, power 
consumption, and heat dissipation will be 
amortized more efficiently over multiple sys- 
tems." The continued push toward modular 
chassis will allow for better standardization 
and interoperability among component parts. 

Adapt Or Perish 

Taken together, such improvements 
should go a long way toward simplifying 
the IT environment. Not only does this 
allow for greater efficiency and flexibility, 
but it also frees skilled IT personnel to focus 
on new projects and other value-added IT 
tasks rather than the everyday maintenance 
grind that seems to plague so many enter- 
prise networks. "This is a key underpinning 
to HP's Adaptive Enterprise strategy, where 
business and IT are synchronized to capi- 
talize on change," says Nease. "When IT is 
run as a business, people, processes, and 
technology are integrated across the organi- 
zation to deliver services at the business, 
application, and infrastructure levels." 

He cites one scenario. "For example, vir- 
tualization and management automation of 
servers/storage will allow IT to 'divide and 
conquer.' There will be two distinct process- 
es: one for hardware management and one 
for software management. This will allow 
for significant improvements in data center 
efficiencies because a group of application 
experts will not need to manage the complex 
hardware platform dependency matrix that it 
must today. Instead, teams of specialists will 



manage a consolidated server infrastructure 
and offer server cycles as a 'service,' while 
app developers will employ this service to 
run their specific software on." Enterprises 
that have adopted this approach have already 
seen dramatic reductions in deployment time 
for new applications, while providing much 
higher reliability. 

So is the market looking for more low-end 
servers or fewer high-end servers? Nease 
says that the answer is "both," although it 
depends on the application. "In the HPC or 
commercial cluster market, the trend is defi- 
nitely towards the smaller, low-cost servers. 
There is high demand for HP's ProLiant and 



HP Integrity one- to two-processor servers 
in these markets where high performance 
and low cost are imperative. At the same 
time, HP is seeing strong demand for high- 
end systems, like the 128-processor HP 
Integrity Superdome. Superdomes are being 
deployed for large-scale workloads and serv- 
er consolidation." 

Ultimately, customers will demand both 
solutions to meet specific problems. "For 
'scale-up' workloads (typically, but not 
restricted to, large relational database plat- 
forms), symmetric multiprocessing will 
continue to reign for years to come, with 
hundreds of processors sharing a common 
memory space. For 'scale-out' workloads, 
processors are connected by ubiquitous net- 
works. In both of these cases, multicore 
processors, software optimization, and 64- 
bit applications will allow workloads to dra- 
matically increase in scale." 



What's Next 



Intel Looks To Gigabit Flash 

Flash memory has become a crucial element of consumer electronics. Unlike regular 
dynamic memory, flash memory retains its contents even when power is removed, 
making flash devices an ideal long-term storage medium for a wide range of electronic 
devices. Although the fortunes of flash memory manufacturing have varied through the 
years, the size and performance of flash memory devices have continued to evolve as 
major manufacturers seek to wring profits from this competitive market. 

Intel has long been an active player in flash memory devices (closely competing with 
rival AMD's flash devices) and is planning the next generation of NOR flash devices. 
Intel's StrataFlash Embedded Memory devices should appear later this quarter, initially in 
64M and 512Mb versions. A 1Gb version of the memory is planned for the second half of 
2005. Initial applications of flash memory will likely be in such devices as cell phones and 
digital cameras but will grow to embrace a variety of computing devices, including PDAs 
and tablet PCs. StrataFlash pricing is not available at this time, but devices incorporating 
the new flash devices should appear soon after the new memory becomes available. 

I Clusters Pushed Back 

Rather than rely on the processing power of individual servers, IT infrastructures 
are grouping servers into "clusters" that can work cooperatively, bringing additional 
computing power to important IT tasks. When assembled and configured properly, 
computing clusters can approach the computing power of low-end supercomputers. 
Such high-performance clustering has become increasingly important as enterprises 
seek to handle data-intensive tasks such as data mining and complex trend analysis. 
Support of such clustering, however, demands an OS that can optimize the effective use 
of clustered machines. Linux has been one popular OS for clustering, but Microsoft has 
been planning for the release of the Windows Server 2003 Compute Cluster Edition to 
handle similar tasks in a Windows Server environment. 

Originally planned for a late 2005 release, the availability date has been pushed back 
to the first half of 2006 to allow for tweaks and improvements. A revised beta is 
expected in the second half of 2005. Pricing is not yet available, but discounts are 
expected for additional nodes of a cluster. Eventually, Microsoft plans to incorporate 
"cycle harvesting" technology into the OS, which will allow clusters to utilize the pro- 
cessing power of idle PCs on the network, bringing potentially much more processing 
capability to the cluster during idle periods. 

I Java License Revamp 

Java has emerged as an important software development platform, though Sun's 
licensing restrictions have sometimes made Java applications difficult to bundle with 
open-source software. With Sun's second-generation version of Java, the Java 2 Standard 
Edition (or J2SE, code-named Mustang), slated for completion in mid-2006, Sun is con- 
templating changes to its commercial Java license. Among other features, it's expected 
that J2SE will provide backward compatibility with existing Java applications, as well as 
added features for bug detection and identification, Web services support, and improved 
scripting support (for scripts such as Perl, Python, or PHP). Although it is highly unlikely 
that Sun will adopt open-source licensing for J2SE, it is expected that any licensing revi- 
sions should ease restrictions that will give Java developers more latitude in using the 
Java source code, ultimately making Java development more pervasive in the industry.
